Mammograms 
early, often are 
Saving lives 


ammograms are a must. The 
key to seeing an increase in the 
number of breast cancer sur- 


vivors is early detection. Knowledge is 
everything. 

Because of mammograms, according 
to the American Cancer Society, breast 
cancer deaths have been decreasing 
since 1989. Early detection leads to more 
successful treatments. Mammograms 
can even detect cancer before symptoms 
appear. Still, 30 percent of insured wom- 
en aged 40 and older are not getting a 
mammogram. That percentage increas- 
es to 62 percent when it comes to unin- 
sured women. 

Massachusetts mammography screen- 
ing coverage law requires private insur- 
ance companies, public employee health 
plans and Medicaid to provide coverage 
for mammograms beginning with a base- 
line between the 
ages of 35 and 
39, and annual 
mammograms for 
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the disease via 
a mammogram, 
the cancer tends 
to be small and 
confined to the breast, according to the 
American Cancer Society. In this case, 
size matters. 

Young adults and those in their 30s 
are not exempt from being diagnosed 
with breast cancer despite the lessened 
risk that comes with their age group. 

Clinical breast exams should be per- 
formed by doctors at least every three 
years. Young women should also ask 
their doctors to show them the tech- 
niques for performing self-exams. With 
these exams, young women can estab- 
lish what their breasts feel like and un- 
derstand what is normal, giving then 
the chance to detect when something 
doesn't feel right — at which point they 
should contact their doctor. 

Again, knowledge is everything. As 
October is designated as National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month, it provides 
an opportunity for mothers to talk to 
their daughters about breast cancer and 
self-exams, for sisters to remind one an- 
other to schedule an exam, for friends to 
gently prod one another that it’s time to 
begin what should be an annual tradition. 

The conversation about prevention 
should not be limited to just women. 
Men too, can be diagnosed with breast 
cancer, and they also should be kept in 
the know. 

Be good to yourself — receive a mam- 
mogram to establish a baseline if you 
have yet to do so or if youre 40 years old 
or above and have not had a mammo- 
gram. Pass that good on to someone else 
and urge those you love to talk to their 
doctors about early prevention.

Now that a new mayor is imminent, privatize operations on the golf course so that it will stop 
being the financial drain it has become. It must either survive upon its own revenue or not at all.

“When I do stuff in the ring that people 
wouldn't expect from a fella with my body 
type, it always gets a cool reaction, he said.

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nessman Vakny Chonmany, another politi- 
cal newcomer, was a distant third, with 344 
votes. These results mean that Chonmany is 
eliminated from the race, and only Sapelli 
and Cichetti will appear as mayoral can- 
didates on November ballots. Sapelli said 
Wednesday morning that he was “pleasant- 
ly surprised by the results,’ but has no plans 
to rest on his laurels in the three and a half 
weeks that remain until the general election. 

“This is a whole new ballgame now, 
everything starts from zero, Sapelli said. 
“Were going to work harder now than we 
did before. The worst thing we can do is sit 
back and think we have it made. Were not 
going to take anybody lightly, or anybody 
for granted. I’m the type of guy who always 
figures I've got to work harder. 

Cichetti said he was not surprised to finish 
second in the preliminary election, believing 
himself to be the underdog in the race, and 
that low turnout favored Sapelli. The only po- 
litical veteran in the race, Cichetti said he is 
confident he can make up the gap in time for 
November. Almost 19 percent of Agawams 
registered voters participated in this week's 
vote, a healthy turnout for a preliminary elec- 
tion, but Cichetti said on Wednesday that he 
expects the November election to pull in 50- 
55 percent of voters. 

‘Tve got to get more of my vote out, 
Cichetti said. “I'm going to reach out to 
the other people who were with the third 
candidate. I think once I start showing the 
differences between me and Mr. Sapelli, I 
think youll even see some people change 
their minds on his side.’ 

Two key differences, Cichetti said, are 
his service on the City Council and the fact 
that he runs a business in town, a real es- 
tate office, whereas Sapelli worked in the 
public sector his entire career before retir- 
ing this summer. 

Sapelli responded to the second argu- 
ment by saying that he has plenty of ex- 
perience balancing a budget, managing 
employees, supervising facilities and satis- 
fying customers. 

“Running the school system is like run- 
ning a business, and one of the largest busi- 
nesses in the community, he said. 

Chonmany said on Wednesday that he 
thought he did well for a first-time can- 
didate, particularly one who hasn't been 
politically active and doesn't come from a 
long-established Agawam family or even 
ethnic group — though he has lived in Aga- 
wam since childhood. He is already at work 


on his next project, establishing a nonprof- 
it community center in town. 

“You can make things happen without 
being the mayor, Chonmany said. “Run- 
ning the campaign has given me a lot of 
chances to meet really good people that 
will help.’ 

He said he has not decided whether to 
endorse one of the two finalists in the gener- 
al election, and wished both his former op- 
ponents good luck. He also has not decided 
whether he will pursue elected office in 2019. 


Council results 

Incumbents Robert Rossi (1,635 votes), 
Christopher Johnson (1,630), Paul Cavallo 
(1,620), George Bitzas (1,603), Gina Letell- 
ier (1,552) and Cecilia Calabrese (1,539) 
led the polling in the City Council race, in 
which voters could select up to 11 of the 24 
candidates. The top non-incumbent was 
nonetheless a familiar face in Agawam po- 
litical circles, Rosemary Sandlin, a former 
state representative and School Committee 
member who polled 1,489 to finish seventh. 
The top political newcomer, at eighth, was 
local restaurateur Dino Mercadante, with 
1,479. Rounding out the top dozen were in- 
cumbents Joseph Mineo (1,443) and Antho- 
ny Suffriti (1,327), and challengers Douglas 
Reed (1,263) and Peter McNair (1,216). 

Only two incumbent councilors, Rich- 
ard Theroux (1,212) and Donald Rheault 
(1,181), finished outside the threshold for 
re-election, though they are well within the 
22-candidate cutoff to appear on the No- 
vember ballot. 

Positions 15 through 19, in the prelimi- 
nary results, were taken by challengers Billy 
Chester (1,092), Robert Magovern (1,074), 
William Clark (1,045), Ronald Wieners Jr. 
(1,032) and Joseph Moore (1,030). 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who decided to 
pursue a council seat rather than seeking 
a ninth term as the towns chief executive, 
garnered just 960 votes. He, along with 
John Steinberg Jr. (926) and former Mayor 
Susan Dawson (871), are the three lowest 
vote-getters to make the cutoff and appear 
on November ballots. LaRiviere finished 
23rd at 863 votes, and Daley last with 826. 

More than 13,000 blank votes were cast 
in the council race, or 45 percent of all 
available votes, suggesting that many pre- 
liminary election voters chose to support 
only one or a few candidates, rather than a 
full slate of 11, a strategy known as “bullet 
voting.” 

Ballot order for the November contest 
will be set by a random drawing this week, 
according to Town Clerk Vincent Gioscia.

Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen add- 
ed that the walk is an important event 
for the town to be hosting as “suicide is a 
public health issue.’ 

“We need to be cognizant of the 
symptoms and we must also recognize 
the impact on the loved ones as well, 
he said. “This event helps to educate 
the public to avoid misinformation and 
to offer hope. I am glad to be a part of 
this very important event.’ 

It is an emotional day of hope and 
healing for participants. White said 
that bringing together people who have 
lost someone to suicide and those who 
have grappled with their own personal 
struggles in the past creates a powerful 
atmosphere. 

“It’s really powerful when you put 
loss survivors and those with personal 
struggles in the same room together 
and they have a chance to share togeth- 
er, White said. “One of the things about 
suicide and mental health is so often 
people feel alone and isolated when it 
happens to their family, but it’s awful 
hard to feel alone when youre with 1,000 
other people who are going through the 
same thing, White explained. “It’s a 
great day of healing, it’s an emotional 
day, its an emotional and cathartic day. 
Were just thankful that so many people 
are coming out to walk with us.’ 

For Agawam resident Jill Simpson, 
suicide became a deeply personal area 
for her family when her oldest son com- 
mitted suicide eight years ago. She has 
attended every Out of the Darkness 
Walk since. 

“If we can help just one other family 
avoid what we went through, I feel like 
weve accomplished something, Simp- 
son said. “Suicide is something that is 
not talked about a lot, but it happens 
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more often than we want to think about. 
It’s great to get it out into the communi- 
ties that there are places for you to go 
and people to provide support.’ 

Registration starts at 8:30 a.m. When 
participants arrive for registration, they 
will be able to select which color of hon- 
or beads theyd like to wear during the 
day. Each color represents a different 
loss, including white for people that 
have lost a child, gold for someone who 
has lost a parent and green for those 
who have gone through a personal 
struggle, to name a few. 

The walk will follow a 1.1-mile loop 
that White said most participants will 
do one to three times during the day. 
During the walk, participants will be 
able to leave a white carnation, donated 
by Flowers by Webster, in the Garden of 
Angels in remembrance. 

Additionally, there will be resource 
table with information about suicide, 
a free hugs table manned by mental 
health professionals and AFSP volun- 
teers, and an area for children that is 
being put together by the Garden Cen- 
ter for Grieving Children and Teens that 
will utilize the new playground. 

There will also be a Paws for Preven- 
tion registration for dog owners. For 
$10, dog owners will receive a special 
bandanna for their dogs, a bag of treats 
and be entered in a raffle for various 
dog items. A brief closing ceremony will 
wrap everything up around 11:45 a.m. 

This is the AFSP’s biggest fundraiser 
of the year, supporting the organization’ 
life-saving programs, and it hopes to raise 
$100,000. There is no minimum fund rais- 
ing requirement to participate, but all are 
encouraged to show their support for sui- 
cide prevention by making and bringing 
donations during the day.

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The last time that the Agawam (5-4-1) 
girls varsity soccer team defeated Ludlow 
(5-6-0) was in a 2011 Western Mass. Divi- 
sion 1 quarterfinal game. The final score 
of that contest, which took place at Alum- 
ni Field on the Westfield State University 
campus, was 2-1. The Lions had won the 
previous five meetings by two goals or 
less. 

Ludlow, which had gone 4-1-0 in their 
previous five matches, were hoping to 
move above the .500 mark for the first 
time since defeating Amherst, 7-0, in the 
season opener. The Lions had plenty of 
scoring chances against Agawam, espe- 
cially during the second half.

Six minutes later, another shot by 
Maynard clanked off the crossbar. 

A shot attempt by Agawam senior for- 
ward Alyssa Montagna was saved by An- 
necchiarico, whos also the starting pitch- 
er for the Lady Lions varsity softball team. 

Just before Kelley netted the 
game-winning goal she missed a shot in 
the box, which sailed high over the cross- 
bar.
